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This petition seeks to obtain a decision that page 5 of the application was filed 
with the application or, in the alternative, a decision that page 5 of the application, if 
not filed with the application, is not material to the disclosure of the invention. In 
either case, this petition seeks to have the original filing date of October 15, 2003, as 
the Official filing date of the application. 

The first two documents attached (i.e., the copy of the Mail Room date 
stamped receipt showing the papers filed for the patent application and the copy of 
the Utility Patent Application Transmittal filed with the patent application) both show 
that the specification as filed contained 27 pages. These 27 pages would have 
included page 5; however, these documents, while providing evidence that page 5 
was included, are not conclusive evidence that page 5 was in fact included with the 
filing. These two documents are the best evidence available to show that page 5 was 
included. 

A copy of page 5 is attached to a supplemental declaration executed by the 
inventor, the third document which is attached. The inventor states in his declaration 
that page 5 was part of the original patent application that he executed on October 10, 
2003, and that page 5 constitutes part of his patent application but is not material to a 
full and complete disclosure of his invention. 

Based on the first three documents, it is requested that a decision be made that 
the patent application was filed complete on October 15, 2003, in which case a refund 
of the petition fee is requested by crediting the amount to Attorney Deposit Account 
No. 50-2041. In the alternative, should the first three documents be found not to 
support such a decision, there is submitted a provisional preliminary amendment, 
which is made for the purpose of preserving the original filing date. Specifically, as 
an inspection of page 5 attached to the inventor's supplemental declaration will show, 
and as stated by the inventor in his supplemental declaration, the matter found to be 
omitted from the application as originally filed is not material to the disclosure of the 
invention under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph. This material consists of (1) a 
further elaboration on the summary of the invention, (2) a brief description of the 
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drawings and the heading therefor, and (3) the beginning introduction of the detailed 
description of the preferred embodiment and the heading therefor. As to item (3), the 
beginning introduction amounts to half a sentence. If this amendment is entered, item 
(1) would be omitted, the summary of the invention on page 4 of the application 
being sufficient. This amendment adds items (2) and (3), which do not constitute new 
matter.
